A description of the manufacture 
and transportation of Magnesium 
Alba Levis was given by Mr. Harold 
Roast in an address delivered before 
the Chemical Society last evening, in 
the Chemistry Building, 

'Magnesium Alba Levis is an ex- 
tremely light white substance which 
is most familiar in the form in which 
it is used by the barber as a face 
powder or for the purpose of stopping 
bleeding. Its more important uses 
are. medicinally for the purpose of 
neutralizing acids in the stomach, 
and commercially in the manufacture 
of rubber tires, rubber cement, print- 
er;.' ink, and some paints. 

In describing the process of manu- 
facture of this substance. Mr. Roast 
presented several diagrams of a typi- 
cal plant, and conducted his hearers 
upon an imaginary tour over the fac- 
tory, giving an account of the various 
substances used and of the chemical 
actions involved. 

There arc only four plants in the 
U. S. engaged in this manufacture, 
and in the opinion of the speaker, 
there is a bright future for the indus- 
try in Canada. 

On the conclusion of his address, 
the speaker .was tendered a hearty 
vote of thanks, and after sonic ques- 
tions had been answered, the meeting 
adjourned. 



The manufacture of Sulphate Pulp 
was the topic under discussion at the 
meeting of the Pulp and Paper Club, 
in the Chemistry Building, yesterday 
afternoon. D. E. Read. Chemical En- 
gineering, '23, read a carefully pre- 
pared essay on the subject, and out- 
lined in detail ihe variolic processes in 
the manufacture of that type of pulp 
His paper had previously won him the 
prize offered by the Paper and Pulp 
Association for the best thesis sub 
mined on that' Ionic, and the members 
of the club had looked forward, with 
a great deal of interest, to hearing the 
essay read. 

This was the second meeting of the 
club, and there was a very ciicourag- 
clttb, and there was a very encourag 
ing turnout, which augurs well for 
the success of the society. W. C 
Monroe, president of the club, pre 
sided over the meeting, and followed 
the main address with a few brief re> 
marks- on the same subject.

rhc time has now arrived for the .student to make a general 
summing up of the rear's work. The examination system is a 
terrible bore, we will admit, but at the same time it affords us an 
#l>prtunity of gathering together the threads of the various 
courses in such a way as\o get a good general grasp of each sub- 
ject. Throughout the year we tend tu master details as we go 
along, but the final few weeks' preparation gives us a perspective 
over the year's work that we would not otherwise gain. 

The average student is appalled by the amount of work that 
looms up before him. It seems impossible that an intelligent know- 
ledge of it all can be gained in the short time remaining at his dis- 
posal. However, it is surprising what can be accomplished in 
even a few weeks, and the best way of succeeding is to plan the 
work carefully before hand, to study efficiently, and, above all 
things, to keep oneself in good physical condition. 

After all, examinations are merely incidents in a man's life, 
and are not important enough to worry about. Whether we pass 
with honours or flunk dismally is not really a matter of interna- 
tional importance. Some students seem lo think that the fate of 
empires hangs upon their success or failure, but they are rather to 
be pitied than scorned for having started in life with such an idea 
of their own importance. 

Examination's are not an end in themselves; they arc merely 
a means. to. an end. The goal to which a college education should 
lead us is the ability to see clearly the different sides of the prob- 
lems .with which life is full. It should enable us to banish preju- 
dice and petty bias from our minds, so that we shall be able . to dis- 
tinguish between the true and the false; and should give us the 
.power of rejegating the false and untrue to the background and of 
seeing cl^arjyj, what is the truth. 

Examinations help us to acquire the facts necessary to a truth- 
ful judgment, but after that it rests with ourselves, and possibly 
thé. guiding hand of our professors whether we will form our opiiir 
ions independent of passion and prejudice, or whether we will al- 
low Ourselves to be swayed by every wave of popular feeling. 

Knowledge means the power to judge aright; therefore let us 
get. knowledge. 



TRAINING DOWN. 



Do athletes ever consider the necessity of training down after 
a session is over? The experience of one of the football' men may 
prove valuable to others. Complications arising out of a too sud- 
den cessation of training have kept this man in a hospital for the 
past monh and he is now slowly recovering from a condition in 
which he was given up as lost. 

The. long grind of training which culminates in the final game 
'works a man's vitality up to such a pitch that he must continue to 
exercise if he is to keep his health. He has built himself up by de- 
grees and. he must 'let himself down by degrees. To quit suddenly 
after several months of hard work is a strain on the system likely 
to prove fatal. 

From the standpoint of the individual, proper training down is 
as important as the original training. Men lose interest after the 
season is over, and they have no desire to go on with the work; but 
for their own sakes. as well as for the sake of future teams, they 
should be made to taper off their training so there will be no ill 
effects. — Universitv of Washington Daily.

MICHIGAN LOANS TO 
NEEDY STUDENTS 



University Has Loaned to Stu- 
dents Twenty-five Years 



For more than a . quarter oi a century, 
the University of Michigan has been 
loaning fnoney to needy students, and 
over that span of years has never iost 
u cent through wilful failure of the 
borrower to repay. 

Several funds now are available under 
the plan that had its inception with i he 
ciass.'ôt 1894, which established a fund 
from which the incon:c was "to be used 
as a Joan fund for the benefit of needy 
and worthy undergraduates in the lit- 
erary department." Afterward, surpluses 
from various class treasuries were di- 
verted to the fund, and although in gen- 
eral the loaning privilege was limited to 
students of the literary college, a good 
pofffôh or : the mo;iév -li;<s been made 
available to students in other branches 
ct: the university. 

The' money ■ Ss disbursed by- Ai 
Campbell, treasurer o"fî the university! 
and the co'Mcctiyc. fund now approxi- 
mates $2000. All loan's are subject to 
approval by the dean of the college it: 
which the student is enrolled, and by the 
president of the universitv. 

The recommendations of jthc deans, it 
is explained, arc based principally upon 
scholarship, and the degree of need. As 
a general rule, it is stated, student's ob- 
taining loans arc earning the greater 
part of their expenses by outside work. 
CoXegc authorities have noticed that 
loans arc sought in practically the same 
proportion by men and women. 

The maximum lean which a student 
maty make at one time is $100, and in 
general, payment is expected to be made 
within a year after graduation, with in- 
terest at 5 per cent. In cases where such 
action is deemed advisable, however, the 
interest is waived. 



TO OPEN UNIVERSITY 
IN NORTHERN ALASKA 



The "northernmost" university in 
the world will open its doors next 
September at Fairbanks, Alaska. The 
Alaska Agricultural College and 
•JSebtiol of Mines will be within one 
hundred miles of the Arctic Circle, 
according to Charles E. Bunnell, for- 
mer United States District Judge at 
Fairbanks.', and president of the new 
institution, who is visiting colleges in 
the states for the purpose of obtaining 
a faculty and equipment. 

The recently completed Alaskan 
railway from Seward to Fairbanks, a 
distance of 467 miles, has made pos- 
sible the development of the interior 
of- Ala&ka, bringing with it the need 
for One school. According to Judge 
Bunnell, the school will be as practi- 
cal as possible in its work, attempting 
L to solve the problems of the Alaskan 
crs and farmers. At the outset 
£hc college will offer cou:-ics.' in agri- 
ulture, general science, home ccono- 
'mics and mining. Special courses 
will be given to aid in the work of in- 
troducing more modem methods of 
mining. 

Judge Bunnell is a graduate of 
J Bucknell University in 1900, and has 
resided in Alaska since that time. He 
was engagd in educational work be- 
fore his appointment to the bench, 
and is.' well qualified for his position. 
The work of starting the college will 
he difficult, but Judge Bunnell pre- 
dicts* for it a brilliant future. There 
is no doubt, he says, of the wealth 
of the country, and with its new rail- 
road, an era of prosperity, built upon 



MEMORY EXPERT SCORES 
MECHANICAL METHODS 

"Until our grade schools can get 
away from the old mechanical method 
of teaching by repetition, the average 
man will continue to have what is 
commonly known as a poor memory," 
stated W. T. 6rr, the memory expert. 
"It is a fact that man ordinarily uses 
but one per cent, of his eight to ten 
billion brain cells, through not under- 
standing correct use of his mental fac- 
ulties — he is not the master of his 
mind. Sensory memory requires no 
repetition; it is merely learning how 
to think in a straight line with the 
least effort. 

"The third eye," continued Mr. Orr, 
"is merely the trained' power to vis 
ualizc, and consists of 'hearing a thing 
once and having it stay with you. All 
mental association goes.' through one 
of three groups, contrast, similarity 
or continuity, and it is by classifica- 
tion of material, mental vision and 
training that one's memory can bp- 
come improved." 

Mr. Orr gave several demonstra- 
tions during the course of his; talk 
showing the possibilities of trained 
memory. It is probable that Mr. Orr 
will give a course in Ann Arbor at 
some future date at the request of nu- 
merous students.— Michigan Daily.

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WORK OF MARKING 
HISTORIC SITES 

— 

Department of Interior Busy 
Preserving Landmarks 

An interesting division of work be- 
ing carried on by the Dominion Parks 
Branch of the Department of the Inter- 
ior is the preservation of historic sites. 
These are among the most valuable rec- 
ords of any country, and, as a means of 
education to younger generations and a 
timulus to finer, patriotism, their value 
can hardly be computed. Records of this 
kind help to build up a national consci- 
ousness, and they arc especially impor- 
tant today, when we are trying to ab- 
crb an alien popuPation, and to educate 
them in the spirit of British traditions. 
The early days of the settlement of this 
country are «ful| of romance and, fortu- 
atciy, many landmarks yet remain con- 
Kxied with them. They are, however, 
rapidly disappearing, and unless active 
steps arc taken to preserve and protect 
them they will most certainly be obliter- 
•tcd, to the great loss of future genera- 
lions. 

Considérations such as these prompt- 
ed the Government to take tip a few 
ears ago the work of the preservation 
of our national historic and prc-histcric 
sites, a work which is carried on by the 
Historic Sites Division of the Do- 
minion Parks Branch. A beginning was 
made in 1914, with the setting aside of 
old Fort Howe, at St. John; X.B.,— 
cene cli so many stirring events in th: 
early history of " Canada— as a national 
park. The ouibreak of the war prevent- 
ed further action until in 1917 Fort 
Anr.c, Annapolis Royal, which may be 
called the cradle of civilization in Can- 
ada, was transferred to the Department 
of the Interior 'for historic park pur- 
poses. 

At the close of the war a policy cov- 
ering the whole of Canada was taken 
into consideration. It was soon rea- 
lized that adequate treatment of such 
i wide field would demand expert 
knowledge of a very high order, involv- 
ing intensive acquaintance with each 
particular section. The Government, 
therefore decided to call to its assistance, 
a number of the most prominent histor- 
ians. They responded generously, and 
an advisory board, known as the Histo- 
Sites and Monuments Board, which 
serves withqut remuneration, was ap- 
pointed, composed of Brig-Gen. E. A. 
Cruicksl-.ank and Dr. Benjamin Suite, 
of Ottswa; Dr. .las. H. Coyne, St. 
Thomas; Archdeacon W. O. Raymond, 
of St. John, and W. C. Miincr, of Hali- 
fax. ' 1 1 

It was decided that the first matter 
to be undertakcn^puld be a comprehen- 
sive survey elf ^u'adian historic sites! 
This work has t«en '"'prosecuted by the. 
loard and the Parks Branch during the 
past two years. To date nearly 600 sites 
have received their attention, and out of 
this number those which appeared to 
Jje of national importance have been, 
selected for action. The sites include* 
•he relics of oM French and British oc- 
ciipittion, forts, battlefields, historic 
buildings, and other places immortal- 
ized in Canadian history. Xot the least 
interesting is the old fort of Louisberg, 
•ncc the key position of Canada, proud- 
ly called the "Dunkirk of America," and 
the strong oitadel of France at the thres- 
hold of the continent. Built at a cost to 
France of about six million dollars, its 
final capture culminated in the with- 
drawal cli the French lilies from this 
contir.cr.'t. 

Another interesting landmark is the 
ruin of live eld St. Maurice Forges, near 
Three Rivers, Que. Erected in 1730, and 
the only large forges of the kind then 
in Canada, they operated until 1880, 
under both French and British regimes. 
In their great furnaces, gun . shots, 
stoves, ploughs and many implements 
required for the early settlers were man 
ufactured. Farther west in Quebec is the 
old fort of Chanibly, built of palisades 
in 1665, and twice destroyed. The ruins 
present a fine example of early fortifica- 
tions, and include three well-preserved 
outside walls and the old cemetery. 

Monument Island, near Lancaster, 
Glengarry county^ possesses a landmark 
tuliquc in historic and . picturesque inter- 
est. This is an immense cairn of stones 
erected by the people of Glengarry to the 
memory of Sir John Colborne, com- 
mandant of Her Majesty's forces in 
Canada during the rebellion of 1837. This 
monument. 52 feet in diameter and about 
60 feet high, surmounted by a cannon 
placed in an upright position and sur- 
rounded by a circular staircase, is in an 
excellent state of preservation. Now 
that it has been taken over by the Gov- 
ernment, its permanent protection is as- 
sured, and it will no doubt prove an ob- 
ject of unjquc interest to both Canadian 
and foreign visitors. 

In Ontario a number cit landmarks 
have been set aside along tltc Niagara 
frontier, commemorating the struggle of 
1812 and the Fenian raid. The heroism 
of the early . Catholic missionaries will 
also be memorialized at Ste. Marie, near 
Midland, Christian Island, and at Port 
Dover, the latter 11k: famous "sites of 
the Cross," w'herc the Sulpician Fathers, 
Dollier and Gaiinec, on March 23, 1670, 
erected a cross with the arms of France 
ind took possession of the lake Erie 
region in the name of Louis XIV. 

Between fifty and sixty sites have 
WW been passed upon ami immediate' 
vtcps wiC'l be taken by the Parks Branch 
■towards securing titles to the sites and 
having them suitably marked. A' design 
for an artistic tablet to be used in this 
connection has been prepared by a well- 
known Canadian artist, and tablets are 
now being cast in bronze. Engineers oi 
the Parks Branch have also submitted

Michigan's track team facet the two 
big indoors meet this month that will 
cither make or break it. The Con- 
ference indoor championship meet 
scheduled at Evanston for next week 
will find the Wolverine tracksters bat- 
tling with the best athletes^ in rite 
mid-west, while on the Saturday fol- 
lowing, Cornell's track team, admit- 
ted by critics to be the most power- 
ful aggregation on the Atlantic sea- 
board, will furnish Farrcll's men with 
an abundance of competition at Ithaca. 
Just how well the Wolverines per- 
form 'in these two recognized classics 
will have more than a little influence 
on the general rating that will be ac- 
corded the squad as a whole this tea- 
son. 

Michigan's chance o'f winning the 
Conference indoor championship next 
week arc almost negative. On the 
basis of their performance in the relay 
carnival, last week, the Wolverines 
would not even be considered as hav- 
ing the slightest possibilities at Evans- 
ton, but after all. the Illinois affair 
found the squad in bad straits and de- 
cidedly oft' color. Michigan has some 
excellent performers, and although the 
team can not be expected to beat the 
Illinois "wonder team" in the fight 
for premier honors, it is hoped that it 
will be second to the Urbanités only. 

Prospects for the Cornell meet arc 
not of the brightest. Thus far this 
season Cornell's track team has. 1 been 
sweeping everything that has come be- 
fore it. Several weeks ago the Itha- 
cans won a triangle meet from Har- 
vard and Dartmouth, both of whom 
boast of their track prowess, after a 
hotly contested fight, turning in quite 
a creditable performance. Last week 
the Red and White athletes again as- 
serted their ability by trimming Penn 
State, romping away with the meet 
with the overwhelming 73 1-2 lo 30 
1-2 score. The Cornell tracksters 
have been showing class in their meets 
wtih representative eastern teams 
this season that compares most favor- 
ably with that displayed by the Mint 
luminaries. 

Record smashing seems to be the 
strong forte of the eastern athletes. 
Though early in the season, several of 
the Xcw York Staters have already 
clipped off some, time from several 
old-time records. The Cornell team is 
especially powerful in the running 
events, and but average in the field 
Considered as a whole, the team has 
all appearances of being a well-bal- 
anced aggregation, capable of offering 
keen competition for almost any col- 
lege outfit.

EXHIBITION OF RARE 
BIBLES AT NEW YORK 

A number of book rarities of excep- 
tional interest arc on exhibition at 
the Anderson Galleries, New York. 
Books of the Commonwealth period, 
as well as beautifully bound examples 
of the bookbinder's art' of the Stuart 
regime, are /hown. Noteworthy is a 
collection of Bibles, Prayer Books and 
Missals of remote date, some beauti- 
fully, hand illuminated. 

What is claimed to be the most 
magnificent edition of the Bible ever 
printed is illustrated in colors by 
many of the most famous English 
artists of the period. These illustra- 
tions number 70 and consist , of en- 
gravings, vignettes and culs-de-lampc, 
after Sir Joshua Reynolds, Artaud, 
Stothard, William Hamilton, and the 
ton, Hall, etc. This truly magnificent 
engravings by Bartolozzi Heath, Mil- 
volume is printed in clear, long brevier 
on wide paper. It is said to be the 
only colored copy of the Bible in exis- 
tence. Another copy uniform with 
this' is in the British Museum but is 
uncolorcd.. 

A manuscript, of the thirteenth cen- 
tury is also shown. It is written on 
vcillum in double columns.' The cap- 
italized initials arc embellished in red 
and blue and the manuscript itself is 
of extraordinary beauty, the minute 
gothic characters written with marvel- 
ous precision and exactitude. The 
leaves 1 arc the best obtainable and al- 
most as thin as the India paper used 
in the Bibles of the Oxford Press. 
The Bible is bound in black morocco 
with gilt edgjs. . 

Antedating the earliest Book of 
Common Prayer of the Anglican Com- 
munion, is a curious volume bearing 
the imprimatur of King Henry VI 1 
of England and setting forth a re- 
formed service book to be taught, 
learned and read in all churches' and 
schools and none other, throuughout 
all Jiis dominions. This primer seems 
to have been the first departure of the 
Anglican Church from the liturgy of 
Rome and was probably the precursor 
of the Book of Common Prayer, first 
published and ordained to be used in 
1549. 

Auother extremely interesting copy 
of the Book of Common Prayer is' 
one iprinted in the Mohawk language 
for use by the early missionaries in 
North America. This little volume 
was first printed by C. Buckton in 
London in 1737 .with Mohawk and 
English text on alternate pages. A 
subsequent edition had the Gospel ac- 
cording to St- Mark added, traiwlatcd 
into Mohawk tongue by Captain 
Brant, a converted Indian of the Mo- 
hawk .nation for whim the city 'of 
Brantford, Ont., is named. 



POORDARWIN 

William Jennings Bryan is at it 
again. He has recently published a 
book of lectures entitled "In His 
Image" in which he sets himself as 
the critic of all modern science and 
philosophy and by unmistakable in- 
ference demands that public financial 
support be withdrawn from high 
schools and colleges' which do not 
make the Bible the sole text book on 
these 6ubjects # It seems rather late 
in thé day to start kicking the mem- 
ory c-f the late Charles Darwin 
around, but after seventy years we 
find "the peerless one" reviving the 
old attacks', with as little comprehen- 
sion as the original traduccrs of the 
famous zoologist. Bryan celebrates 
"Darwinism," of the principles of 
which lit is quite obvious he has never 
taken the pains to inform himself, as 
the chief evil of the universe and the 
direct cause of pur political and eco- 
nomic, ills. In the full confidence of 
ignorance he' describes Darwin as the 
inspirer of the doctrines of Keitsche 
of w'hosc teachings he also clearly 
knows little. 

The story that Darwin was anti- 
Christian is one of the fables that is 
believed only by ignorant men like 
Bryan and the still more ignorant aud- 
iences for which he lectur«.. The 
fact that Charles Darwin received

Where Darwin did 
run' counter to certain theologians was 
in rejecting the theory that man was 
made out of Mc-sopotauiian mud in 
one day of twenty-four hours'. We 
suppose it would be impossible to find 
an educated clergyman in the world 
today who takes so literal a view of 
the scriptural narrative of the creation, 
but that is what. Bryan would have 
taught in colleges. Jt would matter 
little what he and his admirers chose 
to believe with regard to the natural 
history of 'creation; were it' not clear 
that the obese Nebraska charlatan is 
anxious to have all colleges which 
teach the theory of evolution sup- 
prcsscd i 

The charge that Darwinism, which 
was merely a detailed expansion of the 
l.amarckian theory that all species, ih- 
■ hiding man, had descended from 
other species, gave birth to the phil- 
osophy of Ncitschc, is one that has 
been made by pulpiteers lefis ignorant 
and insincere than Bryan. But it is 
.is absurd as the statement that Dar- 
win explicitly held men to he de- 
scended from monkeys. Ncitsche 
was in fact a critic of Darwin, on the 
ground that his analysis of zoolog- 
ical processes, and his theory that 
species survived through the cardinal 
instinct of self-preservation .offered no 
explanation, of ihe development of a ' 
nind or soul in man. These were 
Xcitsche's words: "Psychologists 
should bethink themselves before put- 
ting down the instinct of self-preser- 
vation as the cardinal instinct of an 
organic being. A living thing seeks 
above all things to discharge its 
strength — life itself is Will to Power; 
self-preservation is only one of the 
indirect and most frequent /esults 
thereof." 

In perusing Bryan's belated attacks 
on Darwinism one recalls a retort 
made by Huxley (who by no means 
accepted Darwin's scientific theories 
in toto) to Bishop Wilberforcc. The 
latter's' ecclesiastical panoply invested

Another film of unusual interest is 
the first of a series of screen stories 
representing the great narratives of 
the Old Testament.

The following comparison of the East 
and West in football was writ- 
ten for the "Princetonian," by 
Grantland Rice, the sporting writ- 
er of the New York "Tribune, 
and Editor of "The American 
Golfer," a leading sport maga- 
zine.) 

Forward Pass Still Potent. 

The strong showing of the Middle 
West in football last season, not only 
in its own,' hut in its intersectional 
contests, was due more to a belter de- 
velopment of defense than anything 
else. For many years western teams 
have been noted for a skillful manipu- 
lation of the forward pass with a 
strong running game, built up in many 
eases at the expense of defensive 
strength. 

This was not true in 1921. The for- 
ward pass was sift] a potent factor, 
especially as employed by 'Xotrc 
Dame, but there were other important 
details. For example, Princeton, 
Harvard, West Point and Pittsburg, 
which Ohio State won, the winning 
team was able to make only ,16 yards 
in 52 plays,' les.-. ' than two feet to the 
attempt. The Ohio Stale attack was 
in nearly every instance halted by 
hard, sure tackling that barred the 
way. Pittsburg could make no head- 
way at all against Nebraska and the 
Army was helpless against Xotrc 
Dame, gaining but little ground. 

Tt was this great improvement in 
defensive play which brought western 
teams to such high ground. Hut if one 
cares to look further another answer 
ran 'be found in exceptional material. 
It' has been a long time since the 
Middle West bad so many individual 
stars. Iowa, N T otre Dame, Michigan; 
Ohio Slate, and Wisconsin especially 
had unusual talent to call on. And a 
hîg pari of this was line strength with 
such spectacular performers as Vick, 
McGnire, Slater. Brader, Huff, were 
not able to score against Chicago, 
Centre, Xotre Dame and Xcbraska, 
making few first downs as they con- 
stantly struck opposing walls that 
refused to give way. 

Chicago Will bt Stronger. 

A lot of this material will not be 
available iicxt fall. Iowa loses De- 
vine; Slater. Belding, and several 
others who will not be on hand to 
face Yale, Ohio State, loses two thirds 
of its roster, and Chicago will miss 
McGuire and two or three more. 
Xotre Dame lo^cs Mohardt, Kilc'y, 
Anderson, Shaw and 11 other first 
string men. So Xotre Dame will not 
be nearly so powerful a machine next 
fall. 

Chicago next fall will be stronger 
than Iowa, so Princeton will have a 
harder time in her intersectional match 
than Yale will have. Another reason 
for this is due to the fact that Prince- 
ton goes 16 Chicago, while Iowa 
comes to Yale. 

Princeton, losing Keck, Louric, 
Canity and other star;, will be harder 
hit than Chicago, where Slagg will 
have lite nucleus for a stoat machine. 
But after all,, who can forecast toot- 
ball? At this date a year ago Prince- 
ton prospects were the brightest in 
the country. Who. could say then 
that Pixley was to leave, 'that Murrey 
was to be absent, and that I.ourie. 
Garrity and Keck were to be injured 
and frequently unfit to give their best 
because of these injuries? 

Who would have thought at this 
date in 1921 that Princeton was to 
lose three big games and be beaten 
by the Navy. 'Chicago and Yale? With 
the situation reversed this winter, in 
so far as future dope is concerned, 
Princeton may have a far better sea- 
son where the outlook is nothing like 
so vivid for success.

McGILL'S TROPHIES 



The account, appearing in Thurs- 
day's Daily concerning the kindness 
and generosity of Mrs. Reford in 
presenting a new trophy for public 
speaking, recalls the. Reford Cup for 
Impromptu Public Speaking. This 
was first presented in 191(1, and was 
won by Henry F, Angus. The cup 
is one of the largest amongst those 
in McGill's possession. The Reford 
Cup will apparently he replaced by 
the Talbot Papineau Memorial Cup, 
the new one being presented by Mrs. 
Reford. 

The "Keloid Cut) Debating Con- 
test." as it was called, was inaugur- 
ated in 1910, the same year the Daily 
came into being. The benefaction 
was made by Mrs. R. W. Reford. 
who always took a very licen r interest 
n the welfare of the Undergrade 
iter' Literary and Debating Society. 

The contest was in the form of a 
semi-impromptu debate on a subject 
of present-day political interest. 

A preliminary elimination debate 
was held a few days before the main 
one look place. Eight contestants 
were chosen from this debate, which 
was ou a different subject' 'than the 
one used in' the deciding contest. 

According lo the rules of the com- 
petition the subject is made known on 
the morning of- the day of the de- 



bate. Those participating were to 
call at the office of the Daily during 
certain hours. Drawings were made 
both for side and place. The arrange- 
ments were in the bands of the ex- 
ecutive of the society, together with 
a -.elect committee appointed by Mrs. 
Reford and Dr. Lcacock. The judges 
were three in number, one of whom 
had to be an outsider. 

The evening was made very inter- 
esting. The University Orchestra was 
in attendance, and supplied appropri- 
ate music during any intermissions. 

When the judges were making their 
decision, there were usually two oi 
three, speakers who spoke on Uni- 
versity affairs, which were prominent 
it the time. 

The "Lit." had an extremely largi 
Hid interested following at that time. 
In fact, it was one of the biggest 
'drawing cards" in student life. It 
,'s impossible to ray that interest in 
the Society has fallen oil — it has not. 
Unfortunately, the number in attend 
ancc at the meetings in -the last cou- 
ple of years, has dwindled to a men 
handful of what it once was. The So- 
ciety's action in renewing the contest 
will no doubt cause the return eii tin 
iarge attendances. 

This contest, and cup. could easily 
;)e the means of solving the contro- 
versy, which was very prominently 
discussed in the Daily, a few months 
■igo. The controversy (at which no 
solution was arrived) was aroused 
over McGill's defeat in the Intercol- 
legiate debating contests. The debat 
ers this year were no doubt the 
icst, although they were disparaged 
—after losing— by certain members oi 
the University. 

The cup at that time, however, was 
n no way effective as regards as a 
a means of choosing the Intcrcollegi- 
ia'tc team. The Intercollegiate dc- 
atcs were held prior to the Retord 
Cup Contests.

Sponsors Hope to Offer Stage 
for American Composers 



Chicago.— An "Opera in English" 
movement originating in Chicago several 
mouths ago now bids fair to become na- 
tional, said an announcement this week 
by Mrs. Archibald Freer of Chicago, 
chairman of the Opera in Our Language 
Foundation, Inc. Twcnty-tfivc states 
have become interested, she said. 

Mrs. Edith Rockefeller McCormick is 
actively sponsoring the movement and is 
treasurer of the David Bisphani Memo- 
rial Fund, Inc., the proceeds of which 
will be devoted to production in Ame- 
rica of opera in English. 

The çommitiee of the Opera in Our 
Language Foundation announces that 
it is its hope that the foundation will 
offer a stage for American composers, 
poets and artists. 

"American music depends upon the 
American composer," the announcement 
says. "Without our composers we must 
style ourselves a .nation of music bor* 
rowers, not makers." 

One proposal the foundation supports 
is to establish a stock company to tour 
annually, producing American opera, 
the entire net proceeds to be devoted to 
the. cause.

APPOINTMENTS AT 
COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY 

The -election of Dr. Horatio B. 
Williams as Daltou Professor of Phy- 
siology in the school of Medicine was 
one of many appointments announced 
yesterday by the trustees of Columbia 
University. The committee in charge 
of making reiommcudations for this 
Chair i- said to have spent more than 
two years in quest of an incumbent 
who would measure up to the require- 
ments, consulting leaders in this 
field both in the United States and 
England. His work in the development 
of the string galvanometer first 
brought Dr. Williams into prominence. 

Dr. Williams was born in Utica. N. 
Y. in 1877. He entered Syracuse Univ- 
ersity in lSJo. graduating in the class- 
ical course in l'»00 t In 1905 he was 
graduated from Syracuse Medical Col- 
lege. Since 1911 he has been Assistant 
Professor of Physiology at Coulmbia. 
During the war be commanded an ex- 
perimental detachment of engineer 
troops in charge of the development 
of found-ranging apparatus at Prince- 
ton University. 

Since 1920 Dr. Williams has been 
Chairman of the National Research 
Council Committee on Research Me- 
thods and Technique in Physics'. His 
llew appointment is effective July 1. 
1922, and carries with it a scat in the 
Faculty of Medicine; 

Dr. Walter W. Palmer, Bard Prof- 
essor of the practice of Medicine, has 
been chosen a member of the Adminis- 
trative Board of the Institute of Can- 
cer Research, to serve until June 30.

A Dessert is popularly held to be a 
Region wholly or partly without vegeta- 
tion, a region that is rainless, usuSlly 
sandy and commonly not habitable. 

This idea, however, is based upon er- 
ror. There, is a failure to recognize the 
fact that whether or not a region is 
habitable is not a criterion of its aridity. 
The development of modern methods of 
transportation has made possible the 
maintenance of dwellings and towns with 
a considerable population al one or even 
two hundred miles from the nearest sup- 
ply of water. Even such facilities are 
not necessary to the sustenance of a pop- 
ulation in deserts o>i the most extreme 
Sy'pc, as illustrated by the Sahara, which 
has a population of two and a half mil- 
lion. . '. ' .: . 

So far as vegetation is concerned the 
actual nun-'ber of individuals is much 
less. than on similar area in a moist 
climate. This in lac: is one of the chief 
characteristics of a desert, but it would 
not he safe to estimate the total num- 
ber of species much below the average 
number. 

Lastly, it is to be remembered that 
loca Itopography has little influence on 
the desert character of a region. Sandy 
flats, plains, valleys ami rocky hills 
reaching to such altitudes as to become 
mountains are included in some desert 
tracts. It follows as a consequence 
of tiles parse vegetation as one fac- 
tor that the surface layers of the sub- 
stratum, being usually dry in arid re- 
gions, arc readily shifted and worn by 
winds. 

What, then, .is a drscrt? 

The term desert may be applied to 
ureas of the earth'?, surface which 
support a sparse vegetation of a more 
or les?, specialized character owing to 
inadequate rainfall or to the unsuit- 
able composition or lack of soil. Of 
these conditions scanty water supply 
may be regarded as of t h e greatest 
importance^ and it is to this factor 
that most deserts owe their existence. 

Desert conditions arise" in any region 
in which the rainfall is markedly less 
than the amount of water that evap- 
orates from the surface. As the 
amount of evaporation naturally in- 
creases from the polar regions to- 
ward the tropics and is affected bj 
winds and elevation, it follows that 
no arbitrary amount of rainfall may 
be' designated as an invariable cause 
or accompaniment of arid or desert 
conditions-. 

Thus in certain portions of the tro- 
pics a rainfall of less than seventy 
inchei' results in aridity, while some 
of the most fertile agricultural dis- 
tricts in the north and south temper- 
ate zones receive scarcely one-third 
this amount. 

Arid deserts occur in all of the 
great land divisions and reach an 
enormous extent in Africa, Asia and 
Australia, The most pronounced 
desert conditions of South America 
arc found on the western slopes and 
benches of the Andes. One locality, 
that of Copiapo. has an average pre- 
cipitation of 0.4 inches a year and 
io far as known is the driest .'.pot on 
the earth's surface.

With such statements as these Dr. 
Arthur Eugene Bestor. president of 
the Chautauqua institution, in an ad- 
dress, "The Remaking of Contempor- 
ary Europe," made clear his central 
idea, which was his anxiety that Am- 
erica having taken part in the war 
should now miss a great opportunity 
to take part in the. rehabilitation of 
Europe. 

Travelled Abroad Five Months. 

Mr. Bestor recently returned from 
five months' travel in Europe, two 
months of which were spent in the 
eastern Mediterranean. Giving a brief 
survey of earh country, he described 
the great loss of productivity seen 
everywhere, the terrific load of na- 
tional debt. 

Speaking of the unsettled govern- 
mental conditions be cited av example 
the region around Constantinople. 
"The section from Scutari to Smyra 
is under the control of the British. 
North of Scutari is under the Am- 
erican control. The Dardanelles is 
under French administration with civil 
government administered by the 
Greeks, and Constantinople is now 
governed by an allied military com- 
mission whose chairman is the British 
ambassador to Turkey. Finally the 
United States to deal with the govern- 
ment of Constantinople must deal 
through the Swedish ambassador. 
Anomalous conditions are found ev- 
erywhere in Europe." 

Prophesies Free East. 

" The East will throw off the tem- 
poral control of the West and get con- 
trol of affairs in her own hands'," Dr. 
Uestor prophesied. Europe is having 
more trouble in adjusting affairs there 
than in her own countries. There is 
the question of Palestine which the 
Jew;s understood Britain should make 
nation for them. The country con- 
over to them. The country con- 
000 Arabs. 

Russia possesses Constantinople 
through thousands going in Ihere to 
try to keep body and soul together. 
The wife of the Imperial Russian am- 
bassador to Tokio is. for instance, a 
cook, and once heroic admirals are 
now door-keepers. Dr. Bestor stress- 
ed the fact that Russia and Germany 
if forced too far will be forced toge- 
ther and they could control central 
Europe. 

Indemnity Discussed. 

England's feeling' that. indemnity be 
extracted only for devastated areas 
was touched upon, as was France's 
opinion that having given up 1.500.000 
men she could expect her allies to 
stand with her in the payment of her 
war debts. 'England, to whom Pales- 
tine and Mesopotamia alone in t lie 
past year' were an expense, of 70 to 80 
million pounds, feels her increasing 
burden, and wants to share it with 
someone else. 

An American abroad is proud and 
happy that he is an American, but he 
is also anxious for fear America will 
not see ,11er great opportunity, that 
she will refuse her men and money 
for the reconstruction of Europe, Mr. 
Bestor concluded.
